stook ortable, attending to all their
wants, he should not keep them. If
they are confined to the house and ran,
they must be supplied with every re-
quisite inside the inclosure. . A Lox of
broken oyster shells must be always ac-
cessible. I have often noticed fowls,
when confined during the fore part of
the day and let out toward evening, ruv
ficst for the broken shelis lying on the
road cnd afterward for green and other
drinties,

A box of fine gravel to cach ron is
required as well as oyster shells, It
helps to grind up tne shell for lime to
make egg shell, besides helping to di-
gest its food. No fowl remaine long in
health without it, as its digestion wounld
not be in its nataral working order.

Another thing, the dust box must be
alwaysat hand and dry, as parasites will
always overrun any house and fowls that
are not thoroughly cleansed. Many =
fancier calms his conscience on this mat-
ter by not meking a good use of their
eyes, there being a greater number of

ese pests than most people have any
idea of, and a wide field awcits the pa
tient obs:rver to discover and bring
them ont. The several varicties differ
very much in habit and appesrance.
Some live on the feathers, others on the
boldy, others on chick’s heads, while
gome keep in the perches, nests and
woodwork of the house.

When oonfined, their food must be
more varied than that of fowls running
st large. Ground beef scraps are very
good, they contain many small patches
of bone. They will keep through the
hottest weather, if they are kept dry.
Poultry are very fond of this kind of
food, and I prefer it to pork seraps.
When this is not furnished, give them
some ground bone at times, or, what is
botter, hang up a small hopper cn the
wall, a little distance from the floor,
that they may take what they like.

Always keep on bhand sulpbur, disin-
fectant powder or carbolate of lime, and
such things as will be used at any time,
so that when occasion requires, or you
havo a little time to spare, you may not
have to wait for them.

Most fowls know emough to go in
themselves ; but there is, and always
will be, of fowls (as of other two legged
ereatures), some so simple as not to
know how to take care of themselves.—
Rural NlYorksr.

Bottle the mixture for use. Add one
wineglassful of the solution to half a
pint of water and use it daily. It pre-
sorves and beantifies the teeth, and ar-

In
common cases, the following treatment
should be pursued : As soon as any part

Enemies of Bees.

An enemy of bees is thus described by
Prof, 0.

cognized by the stout throax, narrow,
strongly nerved wings, bristly haired
face and legs, and more especially by
the long, slender abdomen tapering pos-
terily to more or less of a point. There
are several species, all of which are, io
the periect state, flerce cannibals.
Among these the Nebraska bee killer—
which derives its popular name from the
State in which it was first captured—
oocurs ve:y generally over the United

proving in many localities very
destructive to th' honey bee. This fly
is about one and # half inches in length,
of a yellowish brown or yellowish gray
color, with the head, thorax and legs
elothed with bristly hairs. It preys al-
most exclusively upou the honey bee,
pouneing upon the latter in the air with
lightning-like rapidity, and, alighting
with its prize upon a leaf or upon ihe
ghound, pierces. the throax with its
strong probuscis and prooeeds to suck
out the vital juices, -
